The Examiner accepts the drawings filed on October 18, 2000. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims are 33-42 and 50-52 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention generally discloses. However, the prior arts of record fail to teach, singly or in 
combination, a business process for creating a secure game contract over a network, 
comprising the steps of: generating a game contract agreement, comprising the steps of 
determining a game contract rule set, determining a set of game expectations for one or 
more game contracting parties, and determining potential game contract outcomes; 
receiving initial game conditions for game contract generation from the one or more 
game contracting parties; carrying out game contract activity according to the game 
contract rule set such that the one or more game contracting parties act in a 
synchronized manner according to the game contract rule set and the set of game 
expectations; generating a non-refutable game contract log detailing all contract 
transactions, and storing the game contract log in a storage structure; generating a 
theoretical game contract log detailing expected game contract transactions based on 
the game contract rule set, the set of game expectations, and the game initial 
conditions, and storing the theoretical game contract log in the storage structure; and 
verifying the game contract transactions as recorded in the game contract log by using 
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processing structure to compare (i) the game contract transactions in the stored game 
contract log to (ii) the expected game contract transactions in the stored theoretical 
game contract log.
